It was Olivia Pratt-Korbel’s 
favourite colour and 
mourners yesterday had been 
asked to “add a splash’ at the 
tragic youngster's funeral. 

And they all duly obliged. 
Pink T-shirts, butterfly badges, 
teddy bears and even 
sunglasses were everywhere. 

But the grief etched on the 
faces of relatives at the service 
for the murdered nine-year-old 
was a stark reminder of the 
emotional trauma. 

Olivia’s mum Cheryl clutched 
a pink teddy bear as she opened 
the moving service at St 
Margaret Mary’s Church in 
Knotty Ash, Liverpool. 

Wearing a pink cast on the 
wrist where she was shot as a 
gunman burst into her home 
and killed her daughter, the 
46-year-old broke down and 
refused to say farewell. 

Cheryl said: “Liv was loved and adored 
by everyone and she will never be 
forgotten. I will never say goodbye but 
what I will say is goodnight, I love you, 
see you in the morning” 

Babies in pink dresses, children in 
pink football kit, and young girls wearing 
pink T-shirts bearing Olivia's face 
flooded the street as hundreds gathered 
to pay their final respects. Houses

nearby had placed pink wreaths on the 
doors or tied pink ribbons to their gates. 

It was a reminder of the day cheeky 
Olivia painted her nails pink, breaking 
St Margaret Mary’s Catholic school 
rules, and hid her hands from teachers 
all day. In that school, next to the 
church, pupils yesterday painted their 
nails and watched her favourite film 
Matilda. Her name was also 
displayed in class windows. 

A grey cloud hung in the sky, 
traffic stopped and the crowds 
fell silent as Olivia's coffin arrived 
at the church on a white horse- 
drawn carriage. The casket was 
covered with pink butterflies, a 
rainbow pattern and surrounded 
by flowers and teddies.

98 sailors 
will tow 
her coffin

A 98-STRONG team of Royal Navy 
sailors will tow the Queen's coffin to 
her state funeral on a123-year-old 
gun carriage. 

A further 40 sailors will march 
behind to act as a brake during the 
procession from Westminster Hall 
to Westminster Abbey. 

The tradition began at Queen 
Victoria's funeral in 1901 when 
horses due to pull the 2.5-tonne 
State Gun Carriage reared up.

CRADLING her bump with one 
hand and holding her toddler son 
with her other, the pregnant mum 
who came to say farewell to the 
Queen may have reflected on 
how her children will have been 
born under different monarchs. 
She was one of hundreds of 
mourners who filed past the 
lead-lined, English oak coffin 
resting on a catafalque in the 
middle of Westminster Hall. 
Some dressed in black, one 
woman's hat and veil barely 
concealing her grief. 
Others were more casual - the 
teenager in a grey Nike tracksuit, 
the schoolgirl aged about eight 
in her blue and pink hoodie, men 
in jeans and jumpers. 
At least six mourners are 
said to have tried smuggling in 
their dogs for a final look.

Nearly all stopped to bow, 
curtsy or simply stand in quiet 
contemplation. 

The mourners were a cross- 
section of society: young and 
old, formal and informal, stiff 
upper lips and emotiona 
millennials.

A blind man 
clutched a white stick.

AFTER a glittering career spanning 24 
years which has delighted millions of fans 
across the world, Roger Federer yesterday 
announced he is quitting tennis. 

The 41-year-old eight-times Wimbledon 
champion has been plagued by injuries and 
operations in recent times and has not competed 
since a quarter finals loss at SW19 last year. He 
will now hang up his racket after the Laver Cup 
at the O2 Arena in London next weekend. 

The Swiss star, known for his unflustered style 
and considered by many as the greatest player 
of all time, thanked his legion of fans for filling 

his many successes with “joy and energy’. 
Federer said: “Of all the gifts that tennis has 
given me over the years, the greatest, without 

a doubt, has been the people I've met along 
the way... my friends, my competitors, and 
most of all the fans who give the sport its life. 

“You will never know how much strength

presented me with challenges in the form of 
injuries and surgeries.

He shared one of sport's most famous 
rivalries with fellow champs Rafael Nadal 
and Novak Djokovic, who have 22 and 21 
Grand Slams respectively. 

Paying tribute, Nadal posted: “I wish 
this day would have never come. It’s a 
sad day for me personally and for sport” 

Wimbledon said: “We will so miss the 
sight of you gracing our courts. Thank 
you for the memories and joy you have 
given so many:

ealthy arteries are essential for 

our wellbeing, and arterial 

disease, which causes them to 

harden, is behind several 
serious chronic conditions. 

But could arterial disease be 
discovered early to head off conditions 
such as diabetes, cancer and 
autoimmune diseases? 

Coventry University’s Centre for 
Intelligent Healthcare (CIH) is trying 
to answer that question with new 
equipment and techniques that could 
be used for microvascular imaging - 
generating pictures of the body’s 
smallest blood vessels. 

The research will focus on how 
changes in those vessels can be linked 
to early-stage disease using different 
colours of light to accurately assess 
blood flow and the blood’s tempera- 
ture and composition, which can all 
help to detect circulatory problems 


vascular age reliably, so Coventry 
University is teaming up with other 
scientists, engineers and clinicians, 
through groups such as VascAgeNet, 
to develop low-cost ways of assessing 
the health of a person’ circulation. 

The techniques the team are using 
not only detect 
) abnormal blood flow 
but can also assess 
high-quality blood flow. 

Professor Allen says: 
“Detecting Raynaud's 
quickly and taking 
subsequent tests to 
determine if a patient 
has a more serious condition, such as 
systemic sclerosis, is incredibly impor- 
tant. Such conditions should not be 
left undiagnosed, as they can signifi- 
cantly affect the internal organs of the 
body as well as the skin. 

“Raynaud's can be an early symptom 


non-invasively and at low cost. 

For instance, the researchers will 
investigate new ways to assess the 
severity of Raynaud's phenomenon - a 
circulatory condition which causes 
fingers and toes to change colour 
when a person is cold or anxious. 

It's hardly ever considered serious 
on its own but it can sometimes be the 


first sign of more severe conditions. 
Professor John Allen of CIH is leading 
the research at the new facility. 

Research will be done alongside 
specialists including rheumatologists 
at University Hospitals Coventry and 
Warwickshire, and will look at how 
practical applications of the research 
could be used in the NHS. 


Coventry University’s research isn't 
confined to finding better diagnostic 
techniques. It also has applications in 
assessing health and wellbeing such 
as the concept of vascular age - a 
marker of circulatory fitness measured 
by studying the stiffness of arteries - a 
topic of international interest. 

It’s currently difficult to measure

Think about your dog's personality and 
behaviour, and consider if they are suitable for 
your work environment. Will they settle easily 
and are they comfortable with other dogs and 
people? If they worry about people they don’t 
know, or get over-excited with other dogs, it 
would be worth thinking about whether this is 
the right environment. Is there some training you 
can do to prepare them? 

Consider their physical health too. Do they 
struggle with stairs, for example? Are they up to 
date with their flea, worm and tick treatments? 
You also need to think about where they will 
spend the day while you're working, if there is 
somewhere they can relax, stretch their legs and 
go to the toilet? What if you have a meeting? 

You must also think about your commute and 
if it's suitable for your dog. Are they comfortable 
ona train or bus, especially at busy times? If you 
drive to work, do you have suitable restraints? 

Speak to your employer about what 
arrangements are in place to have your dog at 
work. Dogs Trust's Dog Friendly Workplaces 
programme helps businesses welcome 
canine colleagues with training and 
support for their employees.

The title is not a question but a statement. 
Based on Edouard Louis’ 2018 
autobiographical novel, this one-man play, 
adapted and directed by lvo van Hove, 
explores the author's attempt at 
reconciliation with his dying father in 
northern France. 

As a gay man, Louis was ostracised, 
suffering particularly at the hands of his 
macho factory worker father. But, as Louis’ 
monologue unfolds, it is clear there are 
deeper undercurrents to their relationship 
that restore the connective tissue between 
the two men. 

On an almost-bare black stage featuring 
a television and a bed, Dutch 
actor Hans Kesting as Louis 
holds us in the palm of his 
hand from the outset. A 
formidable physical presence, 
he transforms himself into 
Louis’ shuffling, cigarette- 
smoking father by gravelising 
his voice and thrusting his 
fists beneath his sweater to 
convey his old man’s paunch. 

Recalling childhood days 
when, as a young pre-teen, 
Louis tried unwisely to 
entertain his father by dancing to Barbie 
Girl, Kesting shows a naive boy desperately 
seeking his father's approval. Yet, after he 
requested a DVD copy of Titanic for his 
birthday, his father surprises him with the 
Special Edition package and they sing 
Celine Dion's theme song over and over 
again together as the film plays out on the 
television set. 

Smoke curls across the stage through 
side windows as Louis dives deeper into the 
political decisions by the French 
government and austerity cuts that 
indirectly cause his father's demise.

Brett Morgen (Oscar-nominated director of the 2015 
Kurt Cobain documentary) focuses on the art rather 
than the artist in this engrossing and wildly original film 
about David Bowie. 

Made with the approval of the icon's estate, Morgen 
smashes the template of the rockumentary by opening with 
a lesser-known song from the later period of his career - 
Hallo Spaceboy, a great track from 1995 album Outside. 

The next 140 minutes are a full-on assault on the 
senses as Morgen weaves candid home movies with 
little-seen concert performances and clips from films 
that Bowie acted in and those that influenced his career. 

Other documentaries have made much of the 
various reinventions that marked his career. Morgen’s 
loosely chronological musical collage gives us a sense 
of continuity. 

As Mavis Nicholson points out in a perceptive 
interview, Bowie used himself as a painter uses a 
canvas. And, to Morgen, Ziggy Stardust and The Thin 
White Duke are two sides of the same coin. 

While we hear plenty from Bowie, his voice culled 
from various interviews, we don't have the usual chats 
with friends or family members. There is a brief mention 
of his half-brother’s suicide but | probably learned more 
about the main man from Gabriel Range's patchy 2020 
biopic Stardust. 

But, unlike Range, Morgen had full access to Bowie's 
music. And he uses it in dazzlingly original ways. He 
links live footage of the major tours, taking us from 
early 70s Ziggy Stardust performances to 1974's 
Diamond Dogs tour to thrilling live takes of later hits 
such as Heroes and Let's Dance. 

Morgen also focuses on Bowie's devoted fans and 
explores the cultural importance of his gender-fluid 
image. 

“You don't have to be bent to wear make-up,” says 
one gruff-sounding young devotee. In the early 1970s, 
this sounded dangerously progressive. 

Not all of Bowie's greatest hits make the cut but 
Morgen finds room for a long sequence cut to DJ, a 
great dance track from 1979. It sounds like it was 
released last week.
